FOREIGN AID AND DEFENSE 
Economic aid to Europe^pcars unlikely 
to survive beyond the current Il£cal year. 
Men In congress who have long been friendly 
to aid progranu are saying the tltne hai come 
to end theia. The most recent was Senfttor 
Oeorge ol Qeorgia, ranking Democrat on the 
senate fofelgn relations committee. 

As originally conceived, the Marshall plan 
wu a/Iour-year program, to end In early 
19B2. It hoa been carried two years beyond 
that date, though It no longer bears that 
designation. 

End not military aid to Europe also enter- 
ed the picture. It la doubtful the economic 
program would have lasted this long. Con- 
gress sppro7a<l economic help the lost couple 
of times out largely on the understanding that 
It was directly related to military effort. 

Ifow most lawmakers seem unwlIHng to ac- 
cept the Idea even on this basis. The feeling 
runnilig against an aid program Is evidently 
60 strong that the Eisenhower administra- 
tion tears It might engulf military aid as 
we]].' 

Consequently, White House budget-making 
•ources disclose that administration experts 
an seriously considering the lumping of 
foreign military -aid with the regular U. S. 
military budget. 

That Is ona way of recognizing the reali- 
ties of congressional opposition to a continu- 
ance of separate aid programs. At the some 
time, it would serve to reaffirm the Import- 
ance to his country of military assistance 
abroad. 

Tho Kuropean armies ara projKrly meos- 
Ttred oa port of our own defense system. What 
wa do to bolster them minimizes the burdens 
we must' placa upon ourselves. In fact, the 
military experts have always said that fun- 
neUng fun^a abroad will get more defense 
for less dollars, 
ijj , .3tf help . to. Europe Is set gown, budgflt-wlae , 
laTmTupectTifTWt-own-defenBOi-let-ui-hopa- - 
! ' congress Is prepared to accept It. It Is one 
thing to Insist now that economic aid Is no 
longer necessary. It la Quite another to argue 
that we should have only that defense which 
we ourselves can erect. 

Whatever the disposition of the military 
aid matter, we are olesrly coming to the end 
of one remarkable chapter In postwar his- 
tory. Never before waa thfiro anything quite 
lUce the Marshal] plan for boldness and In- 
vontlveness In foreign policy. It may be a 
long time before there la anything like It 
again. ■ 



AN EYE FOR AN EYE 
* Tbe full factual account of -the recent out- 
burst of violence on the Israeli-Arab frontier 
1b not yet In the hands of world diplomat!. 
But the preliminary statement by Israeli 
statesmen acknowledged the border assaults 
and defended the action on the ground 
that their own vlllagea had been subjected to 
repeated attacks from the Arab side. 

Certainly the XFnlted Nations ought In due 
time to examine Intb tho dispute to doter- 
znlne the whole story on both sides. The 
armistice In effect today ma the product of 
painstaking, effort on the part of U. H. of- 
ficials. Tho v. N. Is automatically concerned 
with any reported Tlolatlons. 

It Is unfortunate that the Israeli govern- 
ment saw fit In this Instance to take the 
law Into its own hands rather than to take 
its .case promptly to the U. N. For, If you as- 
sume It^wos provoked by Arab attacks. It 
has now dissipated world sympathy for Its 
position by rashly Imitating the behavior 
of Its alleged assailants.

Desplts a danieroui foui-woy oontest, and a 
Democratia adnntags In the number of registered 
voters, the Republicans elected Olenard P. Lipscomb 
to the house of repiesenUtlves from the !1th Califor- 
nia oongresalonsl district (In Los Angeles county) 
wttb a clear majority ol the votes cast for all four 
candidates. 

Ibnre Is a good deal of argument over the tlsaltl- 
canca of olt-yesr congressional, mayoralty or guber- 
natorial eleoUoni u an indication of future cenU- 
ment In a genersl tlecUoo. So often local Issues and 
tha personalltlu ot the candidates determine the. 
outcome rather than poUUcal feelings for or against 
the party In power.

But Mrs. Smith went on to won- 
der, with a alight note of acerbity, 
what had happened to a bill she 
had introduced early In January 
caUlng for the outlawing of the 
Communist party. ITiat mnuure 
had been introducen after long and 
careful cotulderatlon of the objec- 
tlona frequently raised against out- 
lawing tbe party. 

Among these - objections were 
claims that such acUon would drive 
tha party underground. But as the 
laountalQ of eridence plied up In 
recent years shows, it slresdy Is 
largelv an underground apparatus. 
The leasl and visible psrty haa 
withervd away so It Is a 
shadow of what It once was. 

Also raised Is the constJtuUonal 
question that to outlaw a political 
party would violate a fundamental 
Amnlcaa freedom. Mrs. Smith con' 
eluded that this obJecUon would not 
bold Inasoiucb as the party has been 
shown to be not A poUUcal party 
In tha American seosa but a con- 
spiracy directed from Uoscow. 

What saemed to the sensible lady 
from Maine so paradoxical was that 
a oomrnunlst or a former communist 
cannot servo as a clerk fn goreni- 
ment Tinder loyalty-security regu- 
lations. But a coemnunlst can run 
for president of the United Slates, 
m any event she hoped thati her 
but would result In public hearings 
which would air the whole quesUon 
of ooouBunlsm above ground and 
under ground. ^ 

E«r falU, along with more than 30 
other measures dealing with com- 
munism, was referred to the senate 
JUdlclaiT committee and In the nor- 
mal- ptocedura -the^conimlttefl , se nt. 
them to the department of Justice 
for conslderaUon and recommenda- 
tion. In the aome way bills on agri- 
culture go to the department ot as- 
rlculture and so on. 

But ilttcA the deptrtmsnt of jus- 
tice did not respond during the ses- 
sion of congress ending In July, no 
acUon was taken on any ot the 
measures fleallrtg with communism. I

BOISE, Nov. 13, (i¥)— Construction of dams in tho Clearwater drainage would interfere 
with the spawning runs of Balmon and stcclhcad and "definitely affect" big game winter 
range, .Director Rosa Leonard of the atate fish and game department said Thursday. He 
Bald that while the department will not take a stand on army engineers' proposala for dams 
at a Nov. 20 hearing at Oro- 
fino, it will give a statement 
oa their effect on wildlife. 

Harold T. (Buck) Jones, aecre- 
tnry, aald the Idaho .wlldllte fcd- 
eraUon would "have no choice but 
to oppose" the dams. 

Their comments followed a state- 
ment by Jim Parsona. Sandpolnt, 
an outdoors columnist, who wrote 
that the engineers would "bump 
Into B formidable snag" at the hear- 
ings. 

Leonard said the report was eom- 
jilote on how flsh_wouId bo affect^ 
ed by "a dam "oh the Oleamater 
drainage, which Ineludu the Clear- 
water, Lochsa and Selway rivers hi 
northccntral Idaho, 

"A prograni ot dam construction 
WlU block runs of saknon and steel- 
t)cod above tha point of construc- 
tion," Leonard said. "In fact. It 
probably will annihilate the runs 
of salmon and steelhcad from the 
Clearwater drainage suitable for 
spawning purposes. 

He said tha big game report 
wa!n1 complete, but that the win- 
tering ground for big game animals 

'dBThiltcIy-wlll-be-attected; 

"We've been noUtled of the hear- 
ing." -he said. "We won't oppose or 
Invor tho dams; we will only point 
out tho effect of the proposed coa^ 
atructlon." 

Jones said he wu sure tha fed- 
eration would oppose the dams "be- 
cause It win cause us to lose part 
of the run of salmon and other 
migratory IJsh, . 

"Some ot the proposed sites would 
flood out the heart of the winter 
feed area that big- gan\e use. Wt 
must recognlu that down-stream 
dams do not conierve water. The 
money could be spent to better ad- 
vantage at the source of supply."
